® The remainder to be joined by eight other clubs from various 


State Leagues, and then split into two regional Second Divisions of 
10 teams each. 


Let's see what this would mean according to NSL standings 
before jast weekend's raund. 

The First Division, on those standings, would comprise: Sydney 
Hakoah, APIA, Sydney Olympic, Marconi, Melita Eagles, Penrith. 
Heidelberg-Alexander, SM-Hellas, Melbourne Croatia, B, U. Juven- 
tus, Brisbane Lions and Green Gully. 

OK, that's reasonable. 

The problem rests with the second division. 

The teams left after the top six have been removed from each 
Conference ara: 

St George Budapest, Blacktown, Sydney Croatia, Canberra Ar- 
rows, Newcastle-Rosebud, Wollongong, Brisbane City, Preston- 
Makedonia, Footscray J.U.S:T., West Adelaide Hellas, Adelaide City 
Juventus and Sunshine-George Gross. 

We have to remove George Cross and Sydney Croatia, however, 
8s under present rules, the bottam-placed NSW and Victorian clubs 

‘wilt be relegated at the end of this season. 

For the purpose of this exercise, let's teplace them with the 
current State Leage leaders, Morwell Falcons (Victoria) and Inter- 
Monaro (NSW). 

And to bring the number of clubs to the desired 20, lat’s then add 
sight more, purely according to standings on their ladders before last 
weekend, These clubs would be: Rockdale linden, Manly Warring- 
ah, Sutherland Shire, Aubum-Uruguay, Fawkner. Polonia, Box Hill 
and Western Suburbs. This selection presumes, of course, that addi- 
onal clubs from South Australia, or Queensland would not be in- 
vited. 

Now we have to divide these 20 Into geographical regions where 


interstate travelling would be minimised or, preferably, removed al- 
together.

The whole plan could collapse, of course. if the NSW and Victor- 
ian State Federation blocked it at ASF level to preventeven more 
clubs leaving the State Leagues. Or would there be another toe-to- 
toe confrontation; another threatened breakaway? 

And would eight State League clubs really want to play in an NSL 
second division in which their affiliation fees would skyrocket with- 
out much hope for a return at the gate? 

While these are all long-term considerations, as the Second Divi- 
sion wouldn't start until 1986, the planned format for 1985 has 
faults of its own. 

Obviously, the NSL hopes that Inér Monaro, of Queanbeyan, wins 
the NSV State League, for both Canberra and Inter Monaro then 
could be shuffled off to the southern region, allowing both Brisbane 
clubs to join the northern region. 

If. however, Rockdale linden wins the NSW State League, then 
which club would be pushed down south? Wollongong? Newcastle- 
Rosebud? Rockdale? 

Geographically, that would make as much sense as the Brisbane 
clubs playing in the south. 

Now let's speculate — wildly, to be sure — about the way the 
1985 competition will finish. 

Say, for example, if the top six of each conference were to ‘ook 
like this;

The well-being of all the NSL clubs must be ensured and if the 
main criterion for change is a geographical one, then relocate the 
Brisbane clubs in the north, bring four new clubs into the south, and 
be dons. with it! Otherwise go back to state-based leagues. | believe 
that’s inevitable in the long run, anyway.

Australian soccer 
players don’t have enough 
to aim for, said Frank 
Arok when asked to name 
the one big hurdie facing 
our soccer’s development. 


He elaborated, pointing out that be- 
cause there's bigger money and 
glamor in Aussie Rules, Rugby Lea- 
gue, tennis and cricket, far too small a 
proportion of budding Australian 
Sportsmen are taken by soccer. 

Given the modest financial rewards 
Australian clubs can, with any degree 
of sanity, offer their players, this is a 
crippling problem and one even our 
administrators are helpless at trying 
to overcome. 

Arok is right. There is no way Aus- 
tralian soccer can hope to compete 
with the rewards of Such opposition, 
offered to those who wish to carry pro- 
fessional sport beyond their teens. 

Ironically, national coach Arok 
might not necessarily benefit {rom the 
one hope soccer has of shepherding 
young Aussie sportsmen toward the 
world game. » 

That, of course, is the prospect and 
the likely rewards of playing overseas. 

Our Rugby League and Aussie Rules 
clubs have no hope of matching the 
financial rewards and the lifestyle 
offered by full time professional 
soccer in Europe 

If you have seen the way profes- 
sional footballers live in Europe, 
never mind their bank balances, you'd 
know what I mean 

Making a social call on Adrian 
Alston when he was with medest Luton 
Town in England in the mid-70s, I was 
Staggered by the near-pop star status 
Nee and his colleagues were enjoy- 
ng. 
And that was in unruffled, con- 
Servative England, another world 
away from the all-consuming hysteria 
that surrounds soccer players in, say, 
Italy or Spain 

And then there is the money. 

Rene Colusso, on his recent visit 
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home to Sydney, spoke of his transfer 
to third division Salernitana. 

His likely earnings for the forth- 
coming Italian season should be 
around $160,000, about $40,000 up on his 
earnings the previous season. 


In addition, he gets family accom- 
modation in a rent-free house, part 
and parcel of a standard deal for any 
Kalian professional. 

Not bad, and it’s hardiy surprising 
that Colusso is not yet hankering for a 
return to the sunshine and green pas- 
tures of Australia 

My own view is in dead opposition to 
those whoWeckon that the talent drain 
of Australi&is something we ought to 
try to curb by artificial means. 


In fact 1 believe it’s good for us and 
the more go, as far as I’m concerned, 
the merrier. : 

It is simple logic that if more Craig 
Johnston and Rene Cglussos made it 
overseas, more teenage soccer 


players from Australia would want to 


-do the same. 
And that means that more of those ~ 


half a million juniors of ours would 
stay in soccer and not turn to League, 
Rules, surfing or snooker. 


Indeed, you can argue that the 
talent drain can be of benefit to your 
national team, as it could well be in 
our case should our exported players 
be available for Frank Arok’s prepara- 
tions. 


Soccer players tend to improve 
when they play in a league of a stan- 
dard higher than their own. The su- 
premely talented and cohesive Danish 
national team of the past couple of 
years for instance was composed 
almost entirely of expatriate Danes 
and I’m sure their coach, Sepp Pion- 
tek, had no.complaints. 


And no one could say Zico, Falcao, 
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Cerezo, Socrates, and therefore the 
Brazilian national team, won't benefit 
from whatever rubs off on those 
players during their stay in com- 
petitive Italy 


Australian club coaches, naturally, 
always will be displeased at the pros- 
pect of losing their players, lured 
away by the overseas dollar 


But then, if posh overseas clubs do 
want these players, there must be 
something the local coaches are doing 


right. 


Perhaps they can ‘console them- 
selves with that 


But, where the long-term benefits to 
Australia are concerned, there should 
be no opposition to our players want- 
ing to set sail for the money and 
glamor of lands where full-time pro- 
fessionalism is possible. 


It is the solitary thing of substance 
our players have to aim at. We should 
let them aim at it 


But once they do go, we should 
ensure they remain available for 
national team duty. 


And when we should use them, as 
we now should try to use Colusso, 
David Mitchell and Eddie Krncevic. 


And, yes, Craig Johnston whose so- 
called unavailability for the Austral- 
ian team is but a myth. 


Just ask him!

This intense and enter- 
taining match was marred 
by mob violence. About 20 
police had to be called to 
break up rampaging 
spectators at the match, 
which was won by Adel- 
aide Juventus 3-2. 


Irate fans invaded the pitch 
midway through the second 
half and made lunges at refer- 
ee Tony Martell and his line- 
smen, before police could con- 
trol the hysteria. 

There seemed to be no 
direct cause for this intrusion 
but the tension was apparent, 
as is often the case in local 
derby matches, from the be- 
ginning. 


Some Hellas supporters 


were angry about several ref- 
ereeing decisions and it 
became obvious the problems 
had not ended with the first 
ground invasion. 

The climax came five 
minutes from the end when, 
with the scores at 3-2, Helias’s 
Graham Honeyman appeared 
to have equalised for his team. 
Martell however, ruled there 
had been an infringement on a 
Juve defender and sub 
sequently disallowed the goal. 

This so angered the Hellas 
fans among the 4,000-strong 
crowd, that a mob again 
streamed onto the pitch, many

crowd. 

Adelaide Juventus chairman 
Charlie Caruso also slammed 
Martell’s exhibition, but 
thought there were other 
equally important reasons for 
the crowd behavior. 

“It’s a real tragedy. It's 
about time the standard of ref- 
ereeing was looked at,"’ 
Carusso said. 

“But Sam  Salabasidis 
(Hellas coach) should never 
have got up and gone to the 
linesman in the first half,’’ he 
said. 

Salabasidis, angered at a 
decision made by the line- 
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sman, ran toward the official 
during the first period, but was 
stopped before reaching him. 

“I think that started the 
whole thing,”’ Carusso said, 
adding that the coach should 
have been sent off the ground 
for his behavior. 


The great pity was that 
these ugly incidents were 
allowed to ruin what was a 
great game of soccer. 

In the typical spirit of a 
derby, both sides came out 
fired up and wanting to win, 
and it was Juventus that 
scored first. 

Midfielder Sergio Melta put 
the ball into the net in the 8th 
Minute to give his side the 
lead.

MARK BROWN (Defender): ‘“‘Mark’s 
only 20 but what a tough and skilful full 
back he is. He’s come up from our 
juniors and established himself last sea- 
son. He's very comfortable on the ball 
and like Vic Bozanic, likes to go 
forwsrd."’ 

ARNO BERTOGNA (Defender): ‘At the 
moment, Arno is our destroyer. He’s 
playing sweeper right now which isn’t 
his best position. He’s more at home as a 
stopper but nevertheless, Arno is doing a 
great job for us and he's a great in- 
fluence on the team. We signed him 
from Wollongong iast year. It’s a pity 
that work commitments stopped him 
from playing for Australia this year in 
the World Series tournament.” 
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@ APIA coach Fil Bottalico was born 
in Egypt of ftalian parents and played for 
top Egyptian ciub Zamalek. His appear- 
ance in APIA colors in 1959 heralded a 
Jong, illustrious playing and coaching 
career in Australia. APIA played in four 
Australian Cup finals in the 1960‘s, win- 
ningone —in 1966 — with a 2-0 victory 
Sydney City Hakoah. After 13 playing 
seasons with APIA, sight as captain, 
Bottalico was appointed assistant coach 
in 1974 to Tom Anderson. In 1975, Bot- 
talico became first team coach and took 
APIA to the premiership and a win in the 
State Cup. The following year, inspired 
by Sottalico, APIA won the Grand Final. 
APIA entered the National League, via 
amalgamation and eventual takeover of 
Western Suburbs in 1973, and Bottalico 
regained the coaching reins for tha 1983 
season. 
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MARK PULLEN (Defender): ‘‘The best 
stopper tn Australia. Definitely! I'm ab- 
solutely amazed that he hasn't been 
picked in the Australian team because 
he’s got everything. He's fast, he’s good 
in the air, he’s strong and his disposal is 
good.

Thats how APIA president Nick Papallo summed 
up his club's amalgamation with Western Suburbs at 
the end of 1978 and entrance to NSL ranks. Wests 
eventually pulled out of the deal, leaving APIA as a 
newcomer to the National League 


APIA’s return to top company was none too soon, 
for few clubs can boast such a proud ievord in Aus- 
tralian soccer. 


With Mr Jim Bayutti as its founder member, APIA 
started in a small competition — Sydney’s Canterbury 
District Association — in 1954 as an amateur club but 
quickly rose to rank among the top clubs with the for- 
mation of the new governing body Knawn as the NSW 
Federation of Soccer Clubs. iF 


It was in 1959 that APIA showed its teeth by finish- 
ing second to Prague in the league premiership. The 
same year APIA qualified for the grand final but was 
beaten by Prague. The following year APIA came sec- 
ond, again to Prague, and in 196] the club slid down 
the ladder to finish seventh. 


In 1962, the year of the formation of the famous 
Australia Cup, APIA started well in the early rounds 
and was favoured to do well in the Federation Cup as 
well as Australia Cup. On May 28, 1962, fortunes 
changed, with an unfortunate 5-2 defeat at the hands 
of Budapest and the team finished second in the

Yugal won the inaugural Australia Cup, and APIA 
managed to win the Federation Cup, its first major 
trophy, and only one of many to come 


The following year, APIA finished second, again to 
Prague but managed to beat Prague in the major 
semi-final and qualify for the grand final. 


Alas, despite some good showing early, APIA was 
beaten soundly by South Coast 4-0 and had to wait yet 
another year in search of success. 


After 17 rounds of the 1964 season, South Coast led 
by a point from APIA, but the Leichhardt team stor- 
med home in the closing stages to take the Pre- 
miership with 31 points (59:35), from Bundapest on 28 
points (53:34). It was APIA’s magnificent forward 
line with young Johnny Watkiss at the helm, which 
made the difference in the end. 


APIA then qualified to play in the grand final 
against Budapest. Johnny Warren and John Watkiss, 
two of the brightest young stars in Australia, were 
pitted against each other. 


Some 18,000 people trned up to see the game in 
which Budapest had the better of play in the first half 
but still went into the dressing room at half time 
losing 1-2 


But 1f there was any doubt about the first half it was 
quickly dispelled tn the second, as Watkiss slammed 
in five great goals to completely shatter Budapest. 


APIA won 7-2, recording the biggest grand final win 
to date, with Johnny Watkiss as hero 


The same year APIA was tipped to win the coveted 
Australia Cup, qualifying for the final in Melbourne 
against the local side George Cross. Watkiss and 
Jaros netted for APIA to give the visitors a great 
chance of winning, but an unfortunate own goal by an 
APTA defender gave George Cross at 3-2 win. 


In the semifinal of this great competition, APIA 
repeated its success over Bundapest, wimning 4-1. 


APIA led the competition in 1965 but after being

It was an APIA performance that Sydney soccer 
writers won't forget in a hurry. With Willy Wallace, 
Jimmy Rooney and Billy Rogers in midfield, APIA 
kept blazing away to completely outplay the mighty 
Saints, And while Harris, O'Shea and Abonyi managed 
to stop the APIA engine room performing for a while 
it all changed in the second half. 


APIA threw caution to the wind and attacked 
strongly to post the winner through Doyle in the 61st 
minute 


It was to be APIA’s last major honor in NSW soc- 
cer 


Fans were shocked when APIA, one of the most 
powerful clubs in the country, decided against joining 
the National League when that competition was being 
constructed late in 1976. 


Efforts, were made to secure an application for 
membership of the league from APIA. They failed. So 
APIA sat out the first two years of the NSL, opting to 
play in the NSW State League, surrounds which didn’t 
do justice to this proud club. 


Eventually, APIA decided that it was time to get 


back among the best. Hence it’s amalgamation with 
Western Suburbs, which had been a founder member 
of the NSL. 


Jim Adam, who had guided West Adelaide to the 
NSL title in 1978, was appointed APIA's coach for 
1979. Peter Stone returned from a short stint with Tot- 
tenham Hotspur, Kenny Reed was bought from Vic- 
torian club George Cross and the APIA line-up boast- 
ed Greg Woodhouse in goal, Peter Wilson, Rod Skel-

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Indeed, it was almost the match-up many soccer fans had 
hoped for in the 1984 World Cup, when Brazil and France were 
widely hailed as the most entertaining and attack-mindéd teams, 
but did not make the final, losing to Italy and West Germany, 


respectively. 


These were different players: of course, because European and 


South American players w 


th World Cup experience are the only 


players excluded from Olympic eligibility. These were profes- 
sionals, but not the top 20 professionals from their countries. 


And, given the importance of the match, they gambled less and 
stuck to defence more than they had in past games. But France, 
more persistent on the attack, got second-half goals eight minutes 
apart from Francois Brisson and Daniel Xuereb, both from the 
club Lens in the French First Division. 


‘‘We don't realise what’s happaned. We’re in a dream world,” 
said the exuberant Xuereb, who finished the Olympics with five 
foals in six games. Asked the key to his team’s success, he said: 
“Solidarity — from beginning to end, there were no stars but only 


team play.” 


France 5 gold medal and Brazil's silver were the first ever in 
Olympic soccer for those nations. Yugoslavia took the bronze 
medal, by defeating Italy on Friday night. 


Three of France’s stars were injured on Saturday night and 
did not play. The mest important was the team’s main source of 
creative initiative, the midfielder Jose Toure, out with a pulled 
thigh muscle. Also a star on France’s national team, which 
won the European Nations cup in June, Toure missed that tourna- 
ment because he was recovering from surgery, and he did not 


play again until the Olympics. 


Yet Toure's place in midfield was filled admirably on Saturday 
night by Dominque Bijotat, of the Monaco club, who kept trying to 
goad his team mates into attacking. 


They didn't heed him until the second half. France played ex- 
tremely cautiously in the first half, although the determined Bijo- 
tat, elbows swinging and long hair flopping, did launch two good 
shots. Brazil's centre back, Pinga, headed one out of the goal 
mouth, the other was deflected over the line for a corner. 


Although Brazil had the better opportunities in that half, the 
South Americans failed to convert any of their six shots, The swift 
left winger known as Silvinho kept turning the French defence 
inside out, but each of his three powerful shots was wide. 

‘| thought Brazil was much the superior team in the first half, 
but the French deserved to win because they played a much 
better offensive game in the second half,’’ said Brazil's coach, 


Jair Picerni.
